“As we crossed the lava flow at | 
an altitude of 1000 feet the fumes 
were very strong,” said Maj. H. 
Gilchrist, who led the flight. “The 
heat was intense.” 

“The flow was a long straight 
line of vivid red approaching the 
'timberline and heading for the trib- | 
utaries of Hilo’s water supply. 
| “We observed the bombing from | 
two planes, remaining in the air| 
three hours.

END OF THE NEUTRALITY SUIT. 
A New York citizen, Philip Giordano, filed suit in 


The cause of the suit’s discontinuance is that it 
was based on surmise rather than facts. No such 
complainant charged had ever been 


issued a statement saying it had not taken the action 
charged (it lacks the power to do so, in fact), Gior- 
dano withdrew the suit. He could have gained the 
same information by reading the newspapers, 
The action, which had threatened to drag the coun- 
try’s neutrality policy into court, thus proved to be 
merely a tempest in a teapot. It was significant, 
nevertheless, as an indicator of what is likely to 
occur when the neutrality policy is broadened to 
make more effective the safeguards against war. Cer- 
tain interests will rise in defense of their profits, no 
matter what the policy ultimately determined upon— 
whether merely re-enactment of the present half- 
measures, or a “cash-and-carry” policy, or extension 
of the embargo from munitions to other military 
essentials. The point for members of Congress to 
keep constantly in mind during the forthcoming neu- 
trality debate is that the primary object of defense is 
the country’s peace and welfare, not the profits of ex- 
porters and manufacturers,

THAT “FAULTLESS” PEACE PLAN. 

Rising to defend his policies, with the fate of his 
Government at stake, Premier Pierre Laval assured 
the Chamber of Deputies his efforts to end the Italo- 
Ethiopian war had been “faultless.” Those efforts 
included the Hoare-Laval peace plan for ending the 
war by giving about half of Ethiopia to Italy. In 
consequence of that scheme’s fate, certain exceptions 
to M. Laval’s adjective seem in order before it can 
be allowed to stand. 

The peace plan was viewed by the British public 
as a betrayal of their votes in the recent election, 
which approved the Government's stand on sanctions. 
Premier Baldwin described the plan as a blunder. It 
was violently opposed by many of M. Laval’s own 
countrymen, and his vote of confidence last week 
was won by a narrow margin. Ethiopia rejected the 
plan, terming it a reward for aggression. Mussolini 
was reported to have expressed dissatisfaction as 
well, since he wants even more Ethiopian territory. 
The plan finally was killed by the League of Nations, 
after the smaller nations, and many of the larger, had 
pointed out that its adoption would endanger the ex- 
istence of the League.

When we were told the other day that one Lester 
Tremayne, described as a radio dramatist, had taken 
out $100,000 insurance against the loss of his En- 
glish accent, we thought that the chap was anxious 
without reason, because his accent is one of the last 
things that an Englishman loses.

Greater than issue of monarchy vs. democracy, or capitalism vs. Communism, is that 
of constitutionalism vs. arbitrary government, asserts political science authority; 
weaknesses of democracy have led to rise of lawless dictatorships; urges cor- 
rection of those failings, so that social ills may be remedied within the law.

T HE one great issue that overshadows all 


- that law does something more than merely 


protect vested rights of property: in capital- 
istic states, it is law alone that leaves the 
agitator free to preach capital’s overthrow. 
Under an arbitrary government, the radical 
agitator is as likely to find himself in a 
concentration camp as the capitalist. 

The problem of constitutionalism, then, is 
everybody’s problem, whatever economic or 
social system he may prefer. It is law 
alone that gives protection to rights of any 
kind in any individual, personal as well as 
proprietary, whatever form the state may 
take and whatever the nature of social] con- 
trol. In this world struggle between arbi- 
trary will and settled law, it is true that 
liberalism and democracy are deeply in- 
volved. The triumph of will over law must 
mean the end of both. But our present crisis 
is not merely the crisis of liberalism or of 
democracy; it is a struggle for every human 
right against despotism.

It is necessary to remember how long 
and how difficult has been the “struggle fcr 
law”—the struggle between despotic will 
and constitutionalism. Juries not answer- 
able for their verdicts, writs of habeas 
corpus, the condemnation of ex post facto 
laws, Judges with independent tenure, strict 
definitions of treason, rigid enforcement of 
the rights of accused persons—every one of 
these would require a volume to trace its 
history, and in some cases that history 
would extend backward for hundreds of 
years, through revolution and civil war. Yet 
not one of them is compatible with the Nazi 
ideal. If it persists, they must all go, and 
much more with them. Are we willing to 
give up these hard-won gains in return for 
the “direct service to life” of a despotic 
Fuehrer, benevolent or otherwise? This is 
the question. All others are insignificant 
in comparison. 

From ancient times, the standing objec- 
tion to democracy has always been its in- 
effectiveness, and it is still its greatest de- 
fect. An arbitrary government may permit 
corruption, but a feeble government invites 
it. The King must have an abundance of 
power, says a great political writer of the 
thirteenth century, if he is to maintain peace 
and justice. Machiavelli believed that it was 
less dangerous for a government to bé bad 
than to be contemptible. One need not be a 
Fascist to admit that Fascism would very 
likely never have gripped Italy if the preced- 
ing parliamentary regime had not become 
contemptible. In times of disorder, men care 
more for order than for liberty. 


The democracies of the present world, if 
they are to succeed, must become less con- 
temptible than they have been; that is to 
say, they must become more competent. Dis- 
order in the past has always been overcome 
by a concentration of power. It can be 
overcome by no other means now. 

The serious problems of today require the 
same concentrated power that enabled the 
medieval King to enforce his peace in times 
of disorder; but as the King was “under 
the law that made him King,” in Bracton’s 
phrase, so our modern governments must 
also have their legal bounds. We must have 
power; but we need safeguards against its 
wrongful extension or abuse if it is to re- 
main constitutional and not become despotic, 
as it became in France before 1789 or as it 
is now in the German Reich. The powers 
of our governors should be great, yet they 
must be limited. If so, who is to have an 
eye on those governors themselves? Who 
shall determine when they have overstepped 
the bounds of the law which at once con- 
fers and defines their authority? Who, if 
not those technically qualified and duly con- 


stituted to interpret that law?

If the problem consists in making consti- 
tutionalism safe for the world, one method 
is suggested by the recent tendency toward 
autocracy. It must fit itself to “serve the 
vital necessities” of the people, and to com- 
pete successfully with dictatorships in so 
doing. Otherwise, dictatorships are likely 
to replace it. To serve these necessities, 
democratic government must have some- 
thing of the strength, the decision and the 
independence that a dictator enjoys. 

In the United States; such a concentration 
of power as this implies would be impossible 
without some amendments to the Federa! 
Constitution; and the reformers are justified 
in demanding such amendments. These 
would strengthen the authority of law, for 
they would provide legal means of secur- 
ing what men believe that justice demands. 

Under our vast new industrial system, it is 
felt that old guarantees of “life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness” must include more 
than they did under the simple rural econ- 
omy of 1776 or 1787. They must protect 
men against peonage as well as against pros- 
ecutions; they must do more than merely 
make them equal before the law. These 
things are so necessary that sthey will be 
done somehow. True liberty’ will be con- 
served if they can be done constitutionally 
and within proper limits. If our exaggerated 
system of checks and balances stands in the 
way, that “system” should be altered by 
amendment. 

We have been illegally regimented in some 
cases, and fortunately the Supreme Court 
has so found; but we must devise legal 
means to end the abuses which provoked 
this regimentation, or worse is likely to fol- 
low. And it is under the shadow of these 
very checks and balances that some of the 
worst of these abuses have sprouted and 
flowered. 

Against insidious encroachments of des- 
potism our chief reliance must remain what 
it has always been: a fearless and impartia) 
interpretation of law by a free and independ- 
ent judiciary. Our problem today, in a word, 
is to make needed changes in the law, but 
always to keep them law.

GEOGRAPHY TEACHERS 
CONVENE IN ST. LOUIS 


Association Opens Session in 
Connection With Science 
Convention. 


The first section meeting among 
the 142 groups affiliated with the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science which will 
open its ninety-seventh convention 
in St. Louis Monday, began yester- 
day with the annual meeting of the 
National Council of Geography 
Teachers at Hotel Chase. 

The Italian and Japanese expan- 
sion programs are the results of 
over-population in those countries, 
Dr. Otis W. Freeman, head of the 
Department of Science, State Nor- 
mal School, Cheney, Wash., said to 
day, in a paper on “Teaching 
Geography Relationships in World 
Problems.” 

Italy, a third smaller in area than 
California, has nearly 43,000,000 
residents and yet lacks natural re- 
sources of that state, he said, hav- 
ing reached its capacity to support 
the people while population is in- 


creasing at the rate of 500,000 ai 


year. 

“Italy spent billions of lire on the 
World War, lost hundreds of thou- 
sands of lives, and was bitterly dis- 
appointed when her territorial gains 
amounted to only 9000 square 
miles,” Dr. Freeman said. “Had 
Italy received German possessions 
in Africa, which England and 
France took, but did not need, Italy 
would not have attempted the Ethi- 
opian invasion. Now, Italy will 
neen many soldiers, much money 
and a long time to conquer Ethi- 
opia. 

Question of Birth Control. 

“Overpopulation in Japan has led 
to military, political and economic 
aggression; in India it brings fam- 
ine and pestilence; in China it 
breeds bandits, misery, starvation 
and misgovernment. The solution 
for many of these evils appears to 
be birth control. But since the 
religion of all these Asiatic coun- 
tries favor early marriage. and the 
Government of Japan urges the 
bearing of children as a patriotic 
duty, it is unlikely the suggested 
remedy will be adopted.” 

Dr. Freeman urged the teaching 
of geography’s relationship to world 
problems, stating the knowledge of 
geographical limitation of nations 
aided in obtaining a more truthful 
and comprehensive picture of con- 
ditions which determine interna- 
tional policies of the various gov- 
ernments. 

A knowledge of geography, he 
said, would help in understanding 
why the League of Nations applied 
sanctions in the case of Italy and 
not Japan. China and Japan, he 
pointed out, are far removed. from 
Europe, while Ethiopia is within 
the sphere of European influence. 
Furthermore, he added, Great Bri- 
tain, a power in the League, is 
concerned over the fate of Lake 
Tana in Ethiopia, which serves as 
the head waters of the Blue Nile, 
and in addition fears the creation 
of Italian naval bases near the 
Suez Canal, the gateway to its em- 
pire. 

Talk by Dr. Gengston, 

Most of the great international 
problems today are rooted in geo- 
graphic conditions, Dr. Nels A. 
Gengtson, director of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska geography depart- 
ment, said in a tglk on “Political 
Geography.” 

He suggested that Japan should 
be considered first in political geo- 
graphy courses which he recom- 
mended for high school and college 
curriculums because the attention 
of the world is focused there and 
because Japan is functioning so def- 
initely as a political unit that the 
public forgets the existence of the 
individuak Japanese. 

Yet, behind the policies and ac- 
tivities of Japan, he said, there are 
the factors of a density of popula- 
tion, scarcity of land and a dearth 
of fundamental resources. To these, 
he added, must be added human 
factors almost equally powerful— 
those of race, religion and a re- 
cently awakened spirit of intense 
nationalism. 

Next, he suggested China should 
be considered. The speaker de- 
scribed the nation as “a huge giant, 
vast in extent, rich in resources, nu- 
merous in population and fortunate 
in the industrious qualities and sa- 
gacity of the individual Chinese; 


unfortunate, however, in the lack 


of integration’ of her several huge 
parts—a giant whose mechanism is 
out of gear and for whom the fu- 
ture is indeed a question.” 
Political geography, he asserted, 
whether known by that name or an- 
other, should be an integrated study 
of the major problems of the na- 


‘tions today in the light of environ- 


mental, historical and economic 
factors. The course at the high 
school level would differ from geog- 
raphy taught earlier in that it 
would recognize nations as entities 
and direct attention to the activi- 
ties of nations rather than to the 
individuals comprising them. 
Psychology of Teaching. 
Prof. W. R. McConnell of Miami 


’ 


University, Oxford, O., spoke on 
the psychological aspects of teach- 
ing geography. Retention of a 
large number of facts is not es- 
sential, he said, but it is more im- 


to develop his mind by self-activ- 
ity. 

Functionally, the mind proceeds 
from the known to the nearest re- 
lated unknown, he contended, and 
in teaching geography it is essen- 
tial to start with world as a whole 
and later study the various parts.

CANADA AND JAPAN 
END TRADE DISPUTE 


Mutual Retaliatory Surtaxes, 
Applied Six Months Ago, 
to Be Removed. 


By the Associated Press. 

OTTAWA. Dec, 28, — Settlement 
of a trade dispute between Canada 
and Japan was announced yester- 
day by the new Government of 
Prime Minister MacKenzie King. 

Mutual retaliatory surtaxes, ap- 
| plied six months ago, will be re- 
| moved Wednesday. The _ differ- 
ences developed last July when the 
Government of former Prime Min- 
ister Richard Bennett refused cer- 
tain Japanese demands. 

Japan will have a_ greatly im- 
| proved position with respect to 
| goods not of a class or kind pro- 
duced in Canada and the agreement 
will, it is thought, result in in- 
creased imports of Japanese 
oranges and silks. 

In addition to removing many 
commodities from the list of goods 
subject to arbitrary valuations, Can- 
ada undertook to: 

Define the customs phrase “goods 
of a class or kind made or pro- 
duced in Canada” to mean goods 
made or produced in Canada in 
sufficient quanitities to supply at 
least 10 per cent of the normal Ca- 
nadian market. 

Value the Japanese yen at its 
current exchange value (now 29 
cents) in terms of the Canadian 
dollar when fixing duties on goods 
not of a class or kind made or pro- 
duced in Canada. 

Value the yen, for duty on goods 
of a class or kind made in Canada, 
at 118 average exchange value for 
the five-year period ended Jan. 31, 
1936, the valuation to run for one 
year, and the value to be similarly 
fixed for each succeeding year, as 
long as depreciation of Japanese 
currency makes it necessary.

HUNDREDS OF WHALES DASH 
SELVES ON AFRICAN BEACH 


Scientists Go to Investigate After 
Stranded Sea Mammals Die 
Near Capetown. 


CAPETOWN, South Africa, Dec. 


28.—Gleaming black in the surf, 
hundreds of false killer whales 
dashed madly toward the lonely 
Mamre Beach 50 miles from here, 
recently to become stranded high 
and dry among the rocks. 

The cause of the action is a com- 
plete mystery to scientists. Various 
theories have been put forward, 
one being that the whale, once a 
land animal, seeks the beach, on 
primeval instinct. 

Scientists who went to investi- 
gate, incltding G. W. Rayner of the 
whaling research ship William 
Scoresby, said they were puzzled. 

Up to 1927, the false killer whale 
was a rare species and museums 
were unable to obtain specimens.

MONTE CARLO BALLET 
RUSSE AT AUDITORIUM 


Grand Gala Provides Appro- 
priate Climax for the 
Holiday Season. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 
HE Monte Carlo Ballet Russe 


Tests the quiet fall of snow on 
the outside of the Municipal Audi- 
torium and the delighted approba- 
tion of several thousand baliet- 
ophiles on the inside. All the fa- 
miliar excitement of last season and 
the season before surrounded the 
opening performance, turning it 
into a genuine Grand Gala for the 
music and dance-loving part of the 
community and providing an ap- 
propriate climax for 
season. 

Of the three numbers on the pro- 
gram only the Choreartium, danced 


Symphony, had been given before 
in St. Louis. The two others were 
the series of divertissements based 
on the characters in Schumann’s 
“Carnaval” and danced to an or-

All of the chief dancers appeared 
during the course of the evening, 
though neither Massine, the balle: 
master and author of much of the 
choreography, nor the vivid Tow- 
monova, had been allotted parts 
that called for a display of their 
finest talents. The honors of the 
evening were therefore garnered by 
Riabouchinska, Danilova, Baronova 
and Lichine, with Massine’s artistic 
and exacting hand in evidence in 
all the ensembles. 

The opening number was the 
“Carnaval,” which was entirely suc- 
cessful in capturing the essential 
quality of Schumann’s music, how- 
ever much the composition as a 
whole may have lost through being 
transferred from piano to orches- 
tra. 

The prevailing mood was roman- 
tic, tender and humorous. The 
light but penetrating touch, so 
necessary for the realization of 
Fokine’s choreography, was supplied 
by all the participating artists, but 
was particularly in evidence in the 
dancing of Tatiana Riabouchisnka 
and Alexandra Danilova. Mme. 
Danilova’s eloquence of movement 
and posture, her control and her 
special sensibilities for the nuance 
made every moment that she was 
on the stage a particularly pene- 
trating delight. The flower-like 
Riabouchisnka was more finished 
than ever and just as sympathetic 
in her appeal. 


The “Choreartium” was the most 
extended ballet of the evening, and 
the most ambitious. The choréo- 
graphy by Massine was the same as 
that of two years ago and had no 
more artistic justification than it 
did then despite the fact that is 
full of interesting design. A Brahms 
Symphony—any Brahms Symphony 
—is already complete as an expres- 
sion of mood and experience and 
any gloss added to it in the way 
of a dance composition can not 
fail to be an excrescence. Looking 
at the stage last night, one could 
not listen to the music and listen- 
ing to the music, one had no incli- 
nation to turn elsewhere for an ex- 
planation of its true inwardness.

EDITH M’CORMICK’S CHILDREN 
TO SHARE EQUALLY IN TRUST 


Court Rules on Disposition of Her 
Part of $10,000,000 Fund Set 
Up by John D. Rockefeller. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—The Ap- 


pellate division of the Supreme 
Court held yesterday that the chil- 
dren of the late Mrs. Edith Rocke- 
feller McCormick must share 
equally in the $10,000,000 trust 
fund created in 1917 by John D. 
Rockefeller. The principal, how- 
ever, is to remain in the bank and 
the income is to be paid out by 
a committee headed by John OD. 
Rockefeller Jr. to Mrs. McCor- 
mick’s children; Mrs, Muriel Mc- 
Cormick Hubbard, Mrs. Mathilda 
McCormick Oser and Fowler Mc- 
Cormick. 

Mrs. Hubbard had objected to 
the division and to the control of 
the principal by her uncle’s com- 
mittee. She contended her mother’s 
will, by implication, exercised the 
right of disposing of the trust fund 
in proportions that gave her four- 
sevenths, Mrs. Oser two-sevenths 
and Fowler McCormick one 
seventh. 

The court held that the will nei- 
ther implicitly nor explicitly dis- 
posed of the trust, and that a deed 
of trust signed by the elder Rocke- 
feller provided for equal division of 
the fund and its control by a com- 
mittee headed bv his son. 

Mrs. McCormick died in August, 
1932, willing five-twelfths of her 
personal estate to Edwin D. Krenn, 
an architect, four-twelfths to Mrs. 
Hubbard, two-twelfths to Mrs. 
Oser and one-twelfth to Fowler 
McCormick. It was held, however, 
that Mrs. McCormick might dispose 
of the trust fund only among her 
children or charitable institutions, 
and in case no beneficiary was 
named it would be divided equally.

ANOTHER JEFFERSON 
MEMORIAL PLANNED 


$1,000,000 Sought for Washe 
ington Project in Addition to 
One in St. Louis.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Tenta- 
tive sketches are being prepared by 
John Russell Pope, architect of sev- 
eral buildings in Washington, for a 
memoria! in Washington to Thomas 
Jefferson. 
A Jefferson memorial in Wash 
ington has been urged for many 


years, long before plans for the 
memorial to Jefferson and the west- 
ern pioneers on the St. Louis river- 
front were put forward. Principal 
sponsor of the Jefferson memorial 
in Washington is Representative 
John J. Boylan (Dem.), New York. 
Boylan strongly opposed the St, 
Louis memorial when it was first 
proposed in Congress. : 

Pope is preparing sketches for a 
memorial to cost from $8,000,000 to 
$10,000,000 to be placed somewhere 
along the tidal basin, not far from 
the Lincoln memorial. A site, howe 
ever, has not been definitely de 
cided on and is one of many uncer- 
tainties still under discussion by the 
Special Memorial Commission cre- 
ated by Congress at the last session. 

This commission, not to be con- 
fused with the National Territorial 
Memorial Expansion Commission, 
designated to create the St. Louis 
memorial, received an appropria- 
tion of $15,000 to consider plans for 
a building in Washington that would 
pay tribute to Jefferson. This fund 
is said to be virtually exhausted 
and a plan has not yet been agreed 
on.

Boylan is chairman of the com- 
mission. Other members include 
Senators Thomas of Utah, Lonergan 
of Connecticut and McNary of Ore- 
gon and Representative Smith of 
Virginia and Culkin of New York, 
Under-secrétary of the Treasury 
Thomas Jefferson Coolidge, who 
claims Jefferson as one of his an- 
cestors, and Dr. Charles C. Moore, 
chairman of the Fine Arts Commis- 
sion here.

Boylan has indicated that when 
the sponsors of the St. Louis me- 
morial come to Congress for addi- 
tional Federal funds for the proj- 
ect, estimated to cost a total of $30,- 
000,000, he will oppose it. Thus far 
the Federal Government has made 
available to St. Louis $6,750,000, on 
condition that the city put up §2,-

Still Another Idea. 

Still another school of Jefferson 
memorialists favors purchase by

REPORTED BY FEDERAL BUREAU 


Recent Season Good in Spots, But 
| as Whole Was Poor for 

| Hunters, Experts Say.

| WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.— Biolog- 
'ieal survey experts said yesterday 
| that the recent duck season, al- 
| though good in spots, was as a 
whole the poorest in years from the 
hunters’ viewpoint. The kill was 
estimated conservatively at 25 per 
cent under the annual average, with 
_ perhaps 50 per cent as a maximum. 

Hunters said the bad season was 
Caused by weather conditions and 
stricter Government regulations. 
Many who usually hunt every year 
refrained this fall, believing the re- 
strictions so severe that the results 
would hardly be worth while. 

In general, the shooting in Mis- 
souri and Illinois was good. Suc 
cessful seasons were reported in 
most Southern states, in California, 
Oregon and Washington. North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Montana 
and Oklahoma had poor seasons. 
In the East the shooting was good 
in spots, but the season as & whole 
poorest hunting in years.

der advisement by Federal Judge 
Davis yesterday, at the conclusion 
of a hearing which began Monday. 

The Court also passed until next 
Friday the question of appointing a 
trustee or trustees in bankruptcy 
to manage the road's affairs. A 
hearing on this was delayed by the 
filing of the demands for dismissal. 
Counsel for various interests in the 
case have suggested several St. 
Louisans as possible trustees. The 
Judge could decide to appoint trus- 
tees and direct them to inquire into 
the matters brought up by the ob- 
jecting bondholders 

Walter E. Meyer, New York law- 
yer and chairman of a committee 
of minority Cotton Belt stockhold- 
ers, who was a director of the road 
until last year, was the principal 
respondent to the suit who called 
for its dismissal. He also was one 
of counsel for all three respondents 
and a witness. Since 1932 the 
Southern Pacific Co. has owned 87 
per cent of the Cotton Belt stock. 

Millard Recalled to Stand. 

F. H. Millard, comptroller of the 
Cotton Belt, was recalled to the 
witness stand by Meyer yesterday 
and asked how the road managed 
to pay about $600,000 in interest on 
bonds last July. He said this was 
done by permitting vouchers for 
equipment and all other bills, ex- 
cept payrolls, to accumulate unpaid. 
Meyer inquired why the same thing 
was not done for next month's in- 
terest requirements. “Because we 
received thousands of dunning let- 
ters for bills,” the witness ex- 
plained. An objection of counsel 
for the road to Meyer's request that 
these letters be brought into court 
was sustained. 

In closing arguments, A. H. Kis- 
kaddon, general solicitor for the 
road, insisted that testimony had 
shown the Cotton Belt was unable 
to meet its debts; and that it had 
$578,000 cash on hand Dec. 1 fo meet 
obligations of $1,264,000 for interest, 
payrolls and bills, leaving a deficit 
of $686,000, which even accumula- 
tion of more unpaid vouchers would 
have failed to offset by $183,000. 

“It is almost inconceivable,” he 
went on, “that anyone should come 
into this court and insist this road 
is able to pay its debts. The thing 
is absurd on its face.” 

Charges of mismanagement, 
domination by the Southern Pacific 
and failure to send traffic from 
the Southern Pacific to the Cotton 
Belt were not only irrevelant but 
untrue, Kiskaddon declared. He 
said the suit was filed in good 
faith and that there was no evi- 
dence of concealment of assets. 

Meyer's Argument, 

Meyer, in his argument, asserted 
the road could have met current 
interest demands if it had not re- 
duced the accumulated unpaid 
vouchers from about $800,000 to 
about $300,000 prior to filing the 
suit Dec. 12. He recalled allega- 
tions that the Cotton Belt had a 
claim of about $700,000 against the 
Pacific Fruit Express Co., half of 
whose stock was owned by the 
Southern Pacific, and that Cotton 
Belt minority stockholders had 
tried to collect $30,000,000 damages 
from the Southern Pacific in con- 
nection with the latter system's ac- 
quisition of control of the Cotton 
Belt. 

“Dismiss this 
“and you will 


suit,” he urged, 
protect the small 
stockholders. If this petition is dis- 
missed the Southern Pacific wil! 
not allow the Cotton Belt to be 
thrown into receivership and be 
foreclosed, for it may lose its con- 
trol. It will have to pay stock- 
holders for bringing about this sit- 
uation. 

“Filing of the suit was not the 
action of the Cotton Belt directors. 
but they were forced into it by 
Southern Pacific officials who also 
were directors of the Cotton Belt. 
Purchase of the Cotton Belt by the 
Southern Pacific was a fraud on 
stockholders of both roads. When 
H. W. de Forest (aged New York 
capitalist and a Southern Pacific 
director), consented to buy Cotton 
Belt stock from Kuhn, Loeb & Co.. 
he gave them an l1i-point profit 
nine months after the stock mar- 
ket crash. 

Assails Southern Pacific. 

“Tt was to the interest of the

grandmother’s home. Despite his 
threats, the Gilligans notified po- 
lice, who quickly assembled a posse 
and surrounded the house. 

Police said they believed Knight 
shot himself in the head at the 
same time Duggan’'s bullet struck 
him as he made a dash from the 
besieged house. 

Woman Held Captive All Day. 

Mrs. Gilligan, held captive all 
day by the desperate fugitive, said 
he freely admitted he killed a Se- 
attle officer, Deputy Thomas Mee- 
han, on Nov. 13; Policeman Tom 
O’Neill and Frank Walsh in Butte 
on Christmas day, and “Floyd 
Woods, ranch foreman, in South- 
ern Montana, ~whose body was 
found in the Madison River yester- 
day. 

Jean Miller, former companion of 
Knight, was held for questioning 
concerning the killing of the Se- 
attle officer. She said they were 
at a Tacoma auto camp when 
Knight told her he had shot an 
officer who caught him stealing 
chickens. 

Mrs, Gilligan said Knight, for 
whom her husband once worked 
in a restaurant, came to her back 
door yesterday morning and asked 
if he could stay there. 

“IT don't want you around,” she 
told him. 

“I’ve got to have some’ place to 
stay,” he said, menacing Mrs. Gilli- 
gan with a pistol.

150,000,000-YEAR-OLD WING 
OF GIANT DRAGON FLY FOUND 


Kemains of Insect 2% Feet Long 
Imbedded in Limestone Near 
Elmo, Kan, 


By the Associated Press. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 28.— 


Remains of a giant dragon fly, two 
and one-half feet long, that flew 
about this country 150,000,000 years 
ago, have been discovered near 
Elmo, Kan. Harvard University 
said today Dr. Frank M. Carpenter 
of the Harvard University Museum 
of Comparative Zoology found part 
of one wing and this was enough 
to permit an estimate of the size 
of the entire specimen. 

This giant insect belonged to the 
protodonata family and lived in the 
Permian age. The specimen was 
found in a limestone bed, where 
more than 8000 prehistoric insects 
have been found. 

The university said the only 
other insect found approaching the 
size of this latest specimen was un- 
covered in Northern France about 
50 years ago, a member of an allied 
species, Meganeura, dating back to 
the carboniferous age, older than 
the Permian.

In these days of frequen‘ acci- 
dents on icy pavements, it is well 
for everybody to realize how easily 
a broken bone can be overlookcd. 
The fact that the bone is broken 
does not necessarily mean that the 
part is not movable. People have 
been known to walk on legs with 
broken bones and to use an anmm 
with a broken bone for weeks before 
the actual nature of the injury 
was discovered. It is easy to call 
these things sprains and let it go 
at that 

The first rule nowadays is to be 
perfectly certain, by use of the 
X-ray, that any injury, no matter 
how. trivial, does not involve a 
broken bone. For the bystanders 
of street accidents, the most im- 
portant rule is to keep the victim 
quiet, move him as little as possi- 
ble, until the ambulance comes.

The usual result is that 
West rescues and that North, de- 


‘pending somewhat on South's in- 


dication of strength, will double 


the rescue bid. And South does not 


hold a single trick against any con- 
tract except spades! He cannot 


‘even “rescue the rescue,” and must 
isit supinely 


while the opponents 
romp home with their doubled con- 
tract. 

Perhaps a miracle occurs and the 


'one-spade doubled contract is res- 


cued by neithér West nor the doub- 
ler’s partner. Then what? Is there 


‘any assurance of defeating the con- 
tract? There most certainly is not, 
particularly against an astute de- 


clarer, who will continually throw 
South in the lead and make him 
play trumps into a holding such as 
A Q J 9 4, cutting South’s trump 
winners to three or even two miser- 
ble tricks. 

It is infinitely better to have few- 
er trumps and more honor tricks! 
In the final analysis, if a defending 
side has six trumps the most prof- 
itable division is usually four and 
two, sometimes three and three. 


Anyone who boasts that “when 
he doubles the opponents are 
licked!” had better scrap his bridge 
knowledge as so much junk. A real- 
ly good player does not even hope 
for every double to be successful. If 
eight out of ten succeed he knows 
that he has garnered hundreds of 
extra points over the “sure thing” 
doubler. On rare occasions, when 
he runs into extremely freaky dis- 
tribution, he may even,commit the 
horror of doubling the opponents 
| into game. He accepts. this 
| philosophically, realizing® that he 
can’t have large gains without run- 
| ning some risks. 


| There are two methods of count- 


‘ing profits, particularly at bridge. 
If your opponent goes wn three 
tricks vulnerable, undoubled, the 
300 points is tangible and real, \but 
what of the other 500 points that 
would be yours had you said one 
little word, “double”? Are they any 
less real because they don't go down 
on the score sheet? Personally, in 
such a case I feel as if I had lost 
500 points!
